The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Evans (US # 
1 ,758,280) shows a conveyor roller (which is a standard cylinder, not a diabolo shape) 
which is formed in two parts which are locked together via screws, but it does not have, 
among other things, a "weighing guide element" which connects the roller to the main 
axle - which allows the two roller halves to selectively become locked and unlocked 
(released) together during weighing.
